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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC 1 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 8-9 and 1 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over DE 1,510,427 A in view of Svaighert (US 5,226,991). 

With respect to claims 8-9, DE '427, directed to forming an absorbent web using 
a vacuum forming drum, substantially discloses the process recited in these 
claims (pages 5-6, English translation; figure 1). Note: claim 8 as presently 
recited does not preclude performing the following process steps simultaneously: 
a) shaping of 1 st and 2 nd cover sheets and 1 st and 2 nd absorbent materials in 
drum cavities; and, b) superposing of the layers. Note: further that, a band- 
shaped intermediate layer is provided between absorbent materials flowing from 
two channels, thus, forming two absorbent layers. DE '427 may differ from these 
claims in that, it is unclear whether concavities are provided in each forming 
drum so that 1 st and 2 nd cover sheets, and an absorbent material are shaped 
under the influence of a vacuum pressure. In any event, such would have been 
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obvious in the art as such is old in the art as exemplified in the teachings of 
Svaighert (abstract; figures 1 and 8). 

With respect to claims 11-19, the limitations in these claims are taken to be old 
in the art of making multi-layer absorbent articles. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: absent any new art, since there is no reasonable suggestion in the art to 
provide a pressure means in an embodiment illustrated in figure 1 of the DE '427, the 
limitation in claim 10 is allowable. 

4. Claim 1 0 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims .
